Tile annual flood or summer stu­ 
dents has begun flowing into tho 
city from all parts of the district 
and many places outside of the East 
Central supervision. 
As soon as 
train service could be provided after 
the heavy rains of the week East 
Central became the mecca for hun­ 
dreds of 
aspiring 
students 
and 
teachers. 
Enrolment for the summer ses­ 
sion was begun early in the week 
to take care of many who live here 
or who have been attending the 
college during the w inter and spring 
terms. 
All indications point to this sum­ 
mer session being by far the larg­ 
est as well as the greatest in the 
history of the institution. About 
eight hundred students had tenroled 
by 5 o’clock Saturday afternoon and 
the total for the week was expected 
to approach a thousand. 
The grand rush of enroling will 
take place next week when enough 
students and teachers are expected 
from over the district to bring the 
’ 
total for the summer around two 
thousand. This is a tremendous in­ 
crease over the number who l° ok 
summer work here during the first 
session a few years ago. 
Busy Classifying Students 
Practically all 
of 
the 
College 
faculty, including both regular mem­ 
bers and those employed to help 
provide instruction for the summer 
term only, were busly helping clas­ 
sify the visitors. 
The Y. W. C. A. provided a desk 
in the hall of thp adm instration 
building where visitors and those 
not familiar with the school could 
get • information about the session 
and about places 
for 
room 
and 
board. 
Class work will begin a t 7 o’clock 
Monday morning according to tho 
schedule. Enroling will also be con­ 
tinued until all those wishing to 
take work here are provided for. 
Classes will run from 7 o’clock 
in the morning until one in the 
afternoon. Special classes in current 
educational problems, taught by the 
most 
experienced 
superintendents 
and adm inistrators of the district 
will be offered a t 2 o’clock. 
Five buildings will be used to 
take care of the summer session. 
These are: Administration building, 
education building, gymnasium, and 
Willard and Hayes school buildings. 
Entertainm ent Program Slated 
Upon enroling and paying the en­ 
trance fees the students receive an 
enterprise ticket which will adm it 
them to 
all 
the 
entertainm ents 
brought here during the session by 
the college. An interesting and var­ 
ied program has been arranged for 
the amusement and instruction of 
the members of the student body. 
Among the entertainers provided 
for the sum m er are fourteen pro­ 
grams by the Premier Chautaqua, 
a concert by Miss 
Jessie 
Isabel 
Christian, and addresses by Senator 
Pat 
Harrison 
and 
Dr. 
Charles 
McKenny. 
Improvements and repairs on the 
administration building as provided 
for by the last legislature have been 
put into effect and the building is 
now in excellent condition to care 
or the increased influx of summer 
students.-

Special Advantage Given 
The courses offered by the teach­ 
ers colleges during the summer are 
a great advantage to teachers over . 
h e district. They are given an op- 
)ortunity to continue their educa­ 
tion and, to improve their standards 
of efficiency while at the same time 
teaching for the entire nine months 
of the regular school year.

War Threats Give Way to 
New Plans *of Peace at 
Conference. 


(By «*• a—shews Pm*) 
LAUSANNE, May 26,—Peace in­ 
stead of war in the near east was 
the welcome result *>f a dramatic 
session of the Lausanne conference 
held today at Ouchy Chapeau* to 
settle the Turko-Greek reparations 
controversy. 
Complete 
agreement 
was reached and as /this Bras the 
only remaining problem between the 
Greeks and Turks hostilities which 
it was feared 
might involve the 
Balkan countries have been averted. 
The United Status through Joseph 
C. Grew, tho minister to Switzrn^ 
land, played an important part rn 
the settlement. Mr. Crew's efforts 
for peace, which coutinued through­ 
out the night and today, are re­ 
garded by the conference delegates 
as having helped considerably in 
preparing the way for the agree­ 
ment the 
European powers 
have 
been seeking for a fortnight. 
The happy ending of the war 
threats is expected to favorably in­ 
fluence the remainder of the near 
east negotiations and force an ac­ 
cord on the points still disputed, 
incidentally it will further the pro­ 
posed revision of the Turkish-Am- 
erlcan treaties which are still in 
the stage of 
informal 
conversa­ 
tion.

You tell me that law is above freedom of utterance. And 
I reply that you can have no wise laws nor‘free enforcement 
of wise laws unless there is free expression of the wisdom oi 
the people-—and alas, then folly with it. But if there is free­ 
dom, folly will die of its own poison, and the vision will sur­ 
vive. That is the history of the race. It is the proof of man’s 
kinship with God. 
You say that freedom of utterance is not for time of 
stress, and I reply with the sad truth that only in time of 
stress is freedom of utterance in danger. No one questions it 
in calm days, because it is not needed. And the reverse is 
true also! Only when free utterance is expressed is it needed, 
and when it is needed it is most vital to justice. Peace is good. 
But if you are interested in peace through force and without 
tress discussion, that is to say, free utterance decently in order 
-—•your interest iii justice is slight. And peace without justice 
is tyranny, no matter how you may sugar coat it with exped­ 
iency. This state ttfday is in more danger from suppression 
than from violence, because in the end, suppression leads to 
violence; violent,* ih(Jeed,

child of suppression. W ho­ 
over pleads for justice helps to keep the peace; and whoever 
tramples upon the plea for justice, temperately made in the 
name of peace, pnty outrages and kills something fine in the 
heart of man w£lcb God put there when we got our man­ 
hood.. When that i s killed, brute meets brute on each side 
of the line,. - 
So, dear friend, put fear out of your heart. This nation 
will survive, this state will prosper, the orderly business of 
life will go forw^r|I if only men can speak in whatever way 
given them to utter what their hearts hold—by voice, by 
posted card, by letter, or by press. Reason never has failed 
men. Only force and repression have made the wrecks in 
the world.
